A Beloved President 


In the years that are to come, the 
two brief year» that President W a r­ 
ren G. H arding » pent in the 
white 
bou » e will be appraised, probably, by 
fbe accomplishments of the national 
adm inistration which tlie late presi­ 
dent led, and as time speeds 011 the 
cou ntry will u nderstand more 
and 
more, perhaps, how well lie regarded 
his oath of* Office and how sincere­ 
ly and how honestly and 
tirelessly 
he labored to bring his cou ntry hack 
to a normal state, u naffected by the 
alter>weep of war. 
Hu t 
110,000,000 Americans, who 
were shock ed today to learn 
that 
their national leader had passed on 
ju st when lie was apparently regain­ 
ing his 
strength, mou rned not 
»0 
mu ch the loss of their leader a» they 
did a man filled with the milk of hu ­ 
man k indness— a man who was typ­ 
ically American, who loved life, and 
enjoyed it to the fu llest extent, 
a 
calm man who took the responsibili­ 
ties of oflice with apparent calm hu t 
who has given his life in the service 
of the people he loved so well. 
President Harding was in 
every 
respect a self-made man. Lik e A bra­ 
ham Lincoln and many of his other 
distingu ished 
predecessors, 
lie 
work ed his way u p from a little log 
cabin to the white hou se. 
The story of his 
>uccess reads, in­ 
deed, lik e a Horatio Alger or Oliver 
Optic novel for lioys. 


Born of poor parents, he pu t him­ 
self throu gh college, fou ght an u p­ 
hill battle to become a 
su ccessfu l 
new spaper 
editor 
and 
pu blisher, 
gained leadership in (H>litk *s of hi 
home commu nity and state, and fin­ 
ally attained his boyhood ambition* 
F or Harding, as ;l lad of 12, had 
promised his ehu nis In* 
some 
dav 
wou ld 1m* the nation’s chief execu tive 
H arding was horn on his gra nd ­ 
fa the r’s farm , near Blooming Grove, 
M orrow cou nty, O., Nov. 2, 1865. 
His father, Dr. George Tyron D a r­ 
ling, » till living, w a s a cou ntry phy­ 
sician whose practice was so small 
that lie was forced to work in tin 
fields to mak e ends meet. 
Mrs. Phoebe Elizabeth Dick erson 
Harding, his mother, was a home- 
loving, indu striou s woman of deep 
religions convictions. She professed 
the Adventist creed. From her W ar­ 
ren inherited many of the trait» so 
characteristic of him in later life. 
Both' fathe r and mother came of a 
long line of stu rdy 
pioneer» . 
Dr. 
Harding was of Scotch 
d escen t while 
in» wife was of Du tch stock . 
W arren was the eldest of 
eight 
children. When he was 5, the family 
moved to the neighboring village of 
Caledonia, O. 
At 4, bet had learned to read, and 
>va» memorizing long poems. He al-. 
way» was anxioit- to 
‘'» peak 
hi» 
piece” at neighborhood gatherings. 
Bu t tie w asn’t the ‘‘goody, goody” 
type. He cou ld swim fu rthe r 
and 
dive deeper than any of hi> chu ms 
at the “of swinu nin' hole” in W het­ 
stone creek . And it seems he cou ld 
< hew tobacco better than any 
of 
them. 
0 
. 
* 
When he was 14. a lank y, u ngain­ 
ly you th more than six feet tall, tie 
m atricu lated for an academic cou rse 
•"t-'Ohio Central College 
in 
Iberia. 
That long since ha» closed its door» . 
Several 
times, when lie cou ldn’t 
find enou gh odd jobs, he was forced 
to qu it school. Bu t always, 
a fte r 
: u nething tu rned u p. he wou ld re- 


tu rn to his book » . He was gradu ated 
with a B. S. degree when he was 17 
For a year he tau ght s; hool. Then 
he read law for another year. 
His fa the r bou ght the Marion (0 , 
Star, then a stru ggling week ly pa 
per, at a sheriff's » ale. W arren, in 
college, 
edited a school paper. He 
became editor of the Star, which hi 
father presented to him. 
Against great financial odds, he 
condu cted the paper for some time 
Bu t he was forced eventu ally to sei 
it. 14e took a reportarpd position on 
the Marion Mirror, bu t political d if­ 
ferences with the owner resu lted in 
his discharge. 
Harding and Ja c k Warwick , 
no w 
prominent in Ohio 
new spaper cir 
eles, later scraped (gether $200 am 
bou ght the S ta r again. Soon 
a fte r 
H arding took over W arrick 's inter 
e*t. 
With the assistance of his wife 
formerly 
Miss Florence 
Elizabeth 
Kling, whom he m arried in 
189 1 
against her father’s wishes, H arding 
transform ed it 
into 
a 
powerfu 
small-town daily. 
Meanwhile he was dabbling iu pol­ 
itics. I 11 19 00 he became a state sen­ 
ator. He served two terms. Then hi 
was indu cted into the lieu tenant gov­ 
ernor’s office. 
In 19 10 he ran for 
governor, hu t was defeated. 
He rose rapidly 
in 
Repu blican 
cou ncils. In 19 14 the people of 
hi» 
natal » tote gent him to the United 
State» Senate. 
In 19 20, a fte r being nominated at 
Chicago as a compromise candidate, 
President H arding was 
swept into 
office by the largest m ajority 
ever 
given a president 
of 
the 
United 
State» . 
History will probably call the d is­ 
arm am ent conference 
the 
greatest 
achievement of tlie H arding adm inis­ 
tration. Bu t his devotion to du ty and 
hi» intense love for hi» cou ntry and 
hi» de-ire to see it come u p ou t of 
the slou gh 
of 
despondency 
that 
trailed the world w ar 
will forever 
stand ou t a s a signpost on the high­ 
way of American history. 
A» a pu blic « -peak er he was calm 
yet forcefu l. His voice was mellow, 
yet had wonderfu l carrying power. 
He had a commanding presence, and 
an almost inexhau stible vocabu lary, 
hu t hi» u tterances were never ver­ 
bose. Hi» appeal» ware alw ays to the 
head and to the heart; never to pa s ­ 
sion or preju dice. He was qu ick at 
repartee, ready 
111 debate, hu t never 
acrim oniou s; even in the fever-heat 
of discu ssion lie never forgot to he 
a gentleman. He bad a charm of ex­ 
pression, and 
a 
winning 
m anner 
which assu red him an attentive hea r­ 
ing, and carried conviction. 
In many respects Mr. H ardng re ­ 
sembled that other favorite son of 
Ohio— William McKinley. Both were 
of 
Sc o tt ish descent. In presence, in 
m anner of speech, iu ability to ju dge 
of men, in carefu l, painstak ing m as­ 
tery of detail and tact in 
bringing 
together opposng factions 
011 
some 
common grou nd, there wa» 
a 
re ­ 
mark able similarity. 
Mr H arding was first of all a p a ­ 
triot. He believed in Am erica; 
111 its 
form of government; was prou d of 
her past and hopefu l! fu tu re; and he 
believed that ou r highest obligation 
is to ou r own, and that the problems 
which, vitally concern u s arc dom es­ 
tic and not foreign. 
His fathe r wa» a soldier in the c i­ 
vil war, and the S enator grew 
u p 
amidst the afterglow of that flam­ 
ing patriotism which preserved 
the 
Union and brok e the chains of slav­ 
ery. His you th was 
s|M*nt arou nd a 
fireside aflame with ttie love of lib­ 
erty and the love of cou ntry. 
In 189 1, Mr. H arding was m arried 
to Florence Kling, dau ghter of Amos 
Kling, now deceased, who was one of 
the leading bu siness men of the city 
of Marion. Mrs. H arding 
inherited 
the bu siness acu men of her father, 
and ha» been a tower of strength to 
her hu sband in all of his hu sinefcs 
relations and 
(Militieal aspirations. 
In the fu llest sen>e she lias been u 
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Fro m D ie Pro v ince* 


he l p m a t e .

family, the Van Kirk » .

Jy woodland when W arren was horn 
and in those early days every « chile 
mu st contribu te his share of toil in 
overcoming the obstacles of natu re 
in this transform ing 
process. 
A 
W arren grew u p, he learned to fe 
the trees, 
chop wood, split 
rail 
plant and hoe corn, and do all tiring 
incident to farm life 
when 
crop 
were 
raised 
between . roots 
ant 
» tu mps and the labors of the farm 
were |*erfonhed by hand. Hi* 
early 
acqu ired the habit of* indu stry. 


No fabled godde-s hovered 
ove 
the cham ber when he was horn. II 
was ju st a natu ral, healthy, robu st 
hoy, of hu mble hu t lion« » —t and piou 
parentage, endowed with 
the 
su 
premest gifts of natu re— good, hard 
common sense, a ru ggtd constitu tion 
a su nny disposition, and a heart fu l 
of tin* milk of hu man k indness. 


He attended the village school u n­ 
til fou rteen years of age, when hi 
entered the Ohio Central College of 
Iberia, and it was there, a» editor 
of the college paper, that he 
iir» t 
displayed a talent for jou rnalism . 


Lik e most aspiring you ng men of 
that age, he was obliged to earn th 
money with which to pu rsu e his col­ 
lege cou rse, cu tting corn painting hi 
neighbor’s 
barns, 
driving 
teams, 
helping to grade railway roadhcih 
teaching district school, and ‘‘toot 
ing a horn”, in the village band. 
At odd times lie work ed in the lit­ 
tle printing oflice in the village and 
became an expert typesetter, pre 
man, job printer, and as a m ak e-u p 
man has few 
equ als. 
The 
‘‘lu ck 
piece” he carried a» a senator and a s 
president was the old printer’s ru le 
he u sed when he was yet 
“ » tick ing 
type”. 


When he 
was 
nineteen, 
having 
completed his college cou rse, 
his 
fathe r Dr. Harding, seek ing a wider 
field, removed to Marion, Ohio, the 
cou nty seat of an adjoining cou nty, 
where he still resides, and despite 
his 86 years, is in active practice of 
his profession. 


“ The S ta r”, 
diminu tive 
daily 
paper, in a cou nty seat town of fou r 
thou sand inhabitants, was a stru g­ 
gling ventu re you ng H arding yearned 
to p o ssess, and his father lent his 
credit in assisting him in tak ing it 
over— the consideration being 
only 
tin* assu m ption of it» indebtedness. 


With the enthu siasm 
of 
you th, 
and tin* inspiration of one who has 
his foot u pon the first ru ng of 
thy 
ladder of his ambition, 
the 
you ng 
man bent: his energies to the task of 
mak ing “ The S ta r’’ a beacon 
light 
which shou ld -him* ou t of the dark - 
ae-s ,au d to lift it ou t 0 fthe depths 


of all bu t bank ru ptcy and give it a 
financial standing above reproach. 
He lived with it by day, and oft- 
times f a r into the night. He dream ed 
of it. At times lie perform ed 
every 
fu nction from “devil*’ to managing 
editor. Thorny w as the 
road 
and 
sometimes the coffers were so de­ 
pleted that it was necessary to re­ 
qu est advertisers to made advance 
payment of bills in older to k eep the 
enterprise afloat. Bu t the story of 
how it grew and expanded, u ltim ate­ 
ly ou tgrowing and tak ing over 
its 
competitor, is too long to he written 
here. 
* 
“ The S ta r” has not only 
grown 
with the development of the city, hu t 
has k ept in advance. It has been a l­ 
ways a 
“ booster” 
and 
never 
a 
“ k nock er” ; bu t in all of his palifica] 
career not a line ever appeared in 
“ the S ta r” boosting his own candi­ 
dacy. Always conservative, always 
fearless, it fou ght for high ideals 
and won its way to a place of pres­ 
tige and power; and the gu iding spir­ 
it was Harding. There 
lias 
never 
been a strik e or threatened strik e in 
“The S ta r ’’ office. 
His . employe^ 
fou nd him alw ays liberal and ever 
generou s, and the y love him as 
a 
brother. A fter he 
had 
established 
his paper on a firm fou ndation he 
organized a stock company, distri­ 
bu ting shares to each 
of 
his 
em ­ 
ployes. 


Du ring the score of years immed­ 
iately preceding hi» election, H arding 
wa» abroad three times, visiting most 
of the Eu rojiean cou ntries, not on 
pleasu re bant, bu t to stu dy at close 
range their system s of government 
and the 
economic 
problems 
with 
which we have to deal— su ch as the 
tariff, the standard of wage paid to 
labor in the different cou ntries, and 
the varied conditions 
su rrou nding 
their mode of life; bu t alw ays he re­ 
tu rned with a deeper love 
for 
hi» 
>wn land and a 
firmer 
conviction 
that its torni of government is tu e 
best which was ever devised by the 
brain of man. 


H aving himself climbed the ladder 
from the lowest ru ng, 
he 
always 
gave an attentive car and carefu l 
thou ght to the claims and problems 
of men in every station of life. 
Mr. H arding twice represented the 
Thirteenth Senatorial 
D istrict 
of 
Ohio in the S tate Legislatu re, served 
om4 term as lieu tenant governor, re- 
n 
• 
7 
tu sing to stand for re-election. 
S enator H arding had 
ever 
the 
cou rage 
ot his convictions. 
Even 
thou gh hi» stand shou ld 
engender 
seriou s opposition. He early ad vocat­ 
ed preparedness while others 
were 
clamoring for peace at any price. He 
sponsored the bill for preparedness 
which had the endorsem ent of Col­ 
onel Roosevelt, and he was so close­ 
ly associated with him du ring 
his 
pendency that it came to he widely 
ru mored throu gh the press that Col­ 
onel Roosevelt regarded him 
the 
coming man of 19 20. This close con­ 
tact gave each a high regard for the 
sincerity and singleness of pu rpose 
of the other in arou sing an u nsu s­ 
pecting jK’ople to a sense of impend­ 
ing danger in those cru cial 
hou rs; 
and this intimacy continu ed u ntil tin* 
lamentable death of this most Hau l­ 
ing and strenu ou s advocate of Amer­ 
icanism. 
Two years a f te r thè u nfortu nate 
schism which resu lted 
in 
tu rning 
Ohio into the Democratic colu mn in 
19 12, Senator H arding was elected 
to the United S tates Senate 
by 
a 
m ajority of more than one hu ndred 
thou sand, 
ru nning 
seventy-three 
thou sand ahead of the next highest 
on the tick et. In hi» case there was 
complete cementing of the oppos­ 
ing factions. 
His selection as chairm an of the 
national convention 
soon a fte r he 
entered the s e na te /a nd withou t fa c ­ 
tional strife, bore evidence of 'his 
ligh standing in the party throu gh­ 
ou t tin* nation. 
Six years later saw him pu t forth 
I» a compromise candidate for the 
tepu bliean presidential nomination 
it the convention in Chicago. 
He 
won the nomination and rode into 
the \\ hite Hou se in the Repu blican j 
tidal wave that swept Jhe cou ntry sixJ 
months later Jam es M*. Cox, foriiter 
governor of 
Ohio, was hi» Demo­ 
ra tic opponent. 
A mighty ta» k confronted W arren 
G. H arding when he 
entered 
the 
White Hou se. 
America had entered 
u pon 
the 
IM'riod of reee)tistru lion 
following 
tin* greatest w ar in all history. 
It ■

IS BEST IN WORLD 


United States Has Best Method Of 


Any Nation In Giving Accurate 


Details Concerning Crops 


60,000 CORRESPONDENTS 


Big Army Of Reporters Located In 


All Sections Of Nation, Keep Rest 


Of 
Country 
Informed 


\Vashington, Aug 3.—Every year 


l;rings abundance of crops to some 
parts of the world and failure and 
threatened famine to others. Food 
must be brouglit from the regions of 
plenty to feed the multitudes in the 
regions of dearth. To facilitate this 
distribution of 
food all over the 


world to places of need, dependable 
knowledge of the crop prospects is 
essential. 
It must be quickly ob- 


tained and issued. 


Practically all civilized countries 


now maintain some sort of a crop 
reporting system, 'but the 
United 


States, the greatest agricultural na- 
tion 
in the 
world,, approximately 


maintains the largest aiid most com- 
prehensive national agency. Its ser- 
vice is the oldest, having been or- 
ganized more than sixty years ago. 
The excellence and thoroughness of 
the work in this country has come to 
be recognized abroad and a number 
of countries have recently sent rep- 
resentatives to study our 
system 


with a view to adopting features 
suitable to their own conditions. Ar- 
gentina lias recently sec.uj*d (the 
loan of Mr. Leon M. E:\stabrook, 
Chief of the Crop Reporting Ser- 
vice, to reorganize its crop report- 
ing system. 


The American system is 
based 


upon a plan of extensive sampling. 
Over 60,000 crop correspondents dis- 
tributed throughout every agricul- 
tural county in the United 
States 


send in to the Department Ttf Agri- 
culture a monthly report for their 
localities. 
This brings under per- 


sonal observation a very large pro- 
portion of iJie total 
Ifiinii 
area. 


About twice that many correspon- 
dents report less frequently on spec- 
ial subjects. 
About 100,000 
send 


reports monthly or annually giving 
the condition on their owiv farms. 
In 
addition, 
the Crop Reporting 


Service.has in each State a trained 
statistician to make special investi- 
gations and to sample large areas 
by personal field inspection. 


The Jiigh average intelligence and 


spirit of 
public 
service 
in 
this 


country makes our system possible 
because in no other way would it 
be practicable 1o secure such reli- 
able iirst hand information so in- 
expensively. 
These representatives 


make their reports with nu expec- 
tation of compensation. 


Through the work of the Crop Es- 


timating Service for the Department 
of Agriculture, the condition of the 
crops of tin's country, in per cent 
of a normal crop, 
is 
determined 


mostly. 
From this 
the 
forecast 


yield per acre is computed, from a 
study oi' the ration of condition to 


yield in past years. These "fore- 
casts'1 may vary widely ' from final 
yield, as subsequent conditions in- 
fluence development, but at harvest 
time ,estimates of the yield arc us- 
ually accurate to within a small per- 
cent for all important crops. 


To supplement these data, rcc-ords 


are -collected of

A Beloved President 


In the years that are to come, the 


two brief years that President War- 
reji G. Harding spent in the white 
house will be appraised, probably, by 
file accomplishments of the national 
administration which the late presi- 
dent led, and as time speeds on the 
country, will understand more and 
more, perhaps, how well he regarded 
his oath of toflice and how sincere- 
ly and how honestly and tirelessly 
he labored to bring his country back 
to a normal state, unaffected by the 
aftersweep uf .war. 


But 110,000,000 Americans, who 


were shocked today to learn 
that 


their national leader had passed 014 
just when he was apparently regain- 
ing his strength, mourned not 
so 


much the loss of their leader as they 
did a man tilled with the milk of hu- 
man kindness—a man who was typ- 
ically American, who loved life, and 
enjoyed it to the fullest extent, a 
calm man who took the responsibili- 
ties of office with apparent calm but 
who hqs given his lite in the service 
of the people he loved so well. 


PresidenJ Harding was in -every 


respect a self-made man. Like Abra- 
ham Lincoln and many of his other 
distinguished 
predecessors, 
lie 


worked his way up from a little log 
cabin to the white house. 


The story of his success reads, in- 


deed, like a Horatio Alger or Oliver 
Optic novel for boys. 


Born of poor parents, he put him- 


self through -college, fought an up- 
hill battle to become a 
successful 


newspaper 
editor and 
publisher, 


gained leadership in politics of his 
home community and state, and fin- 
ally attained his boyhood ambition^ 


For Harding, as a lad of 12, had 


promised his- chums he some day 
would be the nation's chief executive. 


Harding was born on his grand- 


father's farm, near Blooming Grove, 
Morrow county, O., Nov. 2, 1865. 


His father, Dr. George Tyrou Har- 


ding, still living, was a country phy- 
sician whose practice was so small 
that he was forced to work in the 
fields to make ends meet. 


Mrs. Phoebe Elizabeth Dickcrson 


Harding, bis mother, was a home- 
loving, industrious woman of deep 
religiotas convictions. She professed 
the Adventist creed. From ber War- 
ren inherited many of the traits so 
characteristic of him in later life. 


Both father and mother came of a 


long line of sturdy pioneers. Dr. 
Harding was of Scotch descent while 
his wife was of Dutch stock. 


Warren was the eldest of eight 


children. When he was 5, the family 
moved to the neighboring village of 
Caledonia, O,

History will probably call the dis- 


armament conference the greatest 
achievement of the Harding adminis- 
IrntioB. But his devotion to duly and 
his intense love for his country and 
his desire to see it come up out of 
the slough of despondency 
that 


trailed the world war will forever 
.stand out as a signpost on the -high- 
way of American history. 


As a public speaker he was calui 


yet forceful. His voice was mellow, 
yet hud wonderful carrying power. 
Be bad a commanding presence, and 
an almost inexhaustible vocabulary, 
but. his utterances were never ver- 
bose. His appeals were always to the 
head and to the heart ; never to pas- 
sion or prejudice. .He was quick at 
repartee, ready in debate, but never 
acrimonious; even in the i'evar-heat 
of discussion he never forgot to be 
a gentleman. He bad a charm of ex- 
pression, and a 
winning manner 


which assured him an attentive hear- 
ing, and carried conviction. 


In many respects Mr. Hardng re- 


sembled that other favorite sou of 
Ohio— Wjlliain McKinley. Both were 
of Scottish descent. In presence, in 
manner of speech, in ability to judge 
of men, in careful, painstaking mas- 
tery of detail and tact in bringing 
together opposng factions on some 
common ground, there was a re- 
markable similarity. 


MP Harding was lirst of all a pa- 


triot. He believed in America; in its 
form of government; was proud 
her |iast and hopeful! future; and lie 
believed that our highest obligation 
is to our own, and that the problems 
which, vitally concern us are domes- 
tic and not foreign. 


His father was a soldier in the ci- 


vil ivar, and the Senator grew up 
amidst the afterglow of that flam- 
ing patriotism which preserved 
the 


Union and broke the chains of slav- 
ery. His youth was spent around u 
fireside aflame with the love of lib- 
erty and the love of country. 


In 1891, Mr. Harding was married 


to Florence Kling, daughter of Amos 
Kling, now deceased, who was one of 
the leading business men of the city 
of Marion. Mrs. Harding 
inherited 


the business acumen of her father,' 
and has been a tower af strength to 
her husband in all of his business 
relations and political aspirations, 
In the fullest sense -she lias been u 
helpmate.

G. Harding 


Warren Gamaliel Harding, twenty- 


ninth president of the United States, 
was born on a i'arm, 
in Morrow 


County, Ohio, Nov. 2, 1865. His fath- 
er was Dr. George T. Harding, of 
good old colonial stock, originally 
from Scotland, 
and 
his mother, 


Phoebe Dickersou, was descended 
from an old-time Holland 
Dutch 


family, the Van Kirks. 


The countryrbundahout was most- 


ly jrooidliiiid when Warren was born, 
and in those early days every tliiUl 
must contribute his share of toil in 
overcoming the obstacles of nature 
in this transforming process. 
As 


Warren grexv up, he learned to fell 
the trees, chop wood, split 
rails, 


plant and hoe corn, and do all things 
incident to farm life 
when crops 


were raised 
between v roots 
and 


stumps and the labors of the farm 
were performed by hand. He early 
acquired the habit of industry. 


No fabled goddess hovered over 


the chamber when he was born. He 
was just a natural, healthy, robust 
boy, of humble but honest 'and pious 
parentage, endowed with 
the su- 


premest gifts of nature—good, hard, 
common sense, a rugged constitution, 
a 'sunny disposition, and a heart full 
of the milk of human.kindness. 
\ 


He attended the village school un- 


til fourteen years of age, when he 
entered the Ohio Central College o£ 
Iberia, and it was there, as editor 
of the college paper, that he first 
displayed a talent for journalism. 


Like most aspiring young men of 


that age, he was obliged to earn the 
money with which to pursue his col- 
lege course, cutting •corn painting his 
neighbor's 
barns, 
driving teams,* 


helping to grade railway roadbeds, 
teaching district school, and "toot- 
ing a horn", in the village band. 


At odd times- he worked in the lit- 


tle printing office in the village and 
became an expert typesetter, press- 
irtun, job printer, and as u make-up 
man has few equals. 
The 
"luck 


piece" he carried as.a senator and as 
president was the old printer'^ rule 
he used when he was yet 
"sticking 


type". 


When he was nineteen, having 


completed his college course, 
his 


father Dr. Harding, seeking a wider 
field, removed to Marion, Ohio, the 
county seat of an adjoining county, 
where lie still resides, and despite 
his 80 years, is in active practice, of 
his profession. 


"The Star", a' diminutive daily 


paper, in a county seat town of four 
thousand inhabitants, was. a strng- 
glmg venture young Harding yearned 
to possess, and his-father lent 'his 
credit in assisting him in taking it 
Qyer—the' consideration being only 
the assumption of its indebtedness. 


With the enthusiasm • of 
youth, 


id the inspiration of one who has 
-. foot upon-the fir-it iqng of thj 


ladder of h's ambjtion, the young 
ma,h bent! hi energies to the task of 
lhaking•'fTlie^ Star" a beacon light 
which should shine out of the dark: 
ness ,and to lift it out o fthe depths 


of all but bankruptcy and give it a 
financial standing above reproach. 
•He lived with it by day, and oft- 


times far into the night. He dreamed^ 
of it. At times he performed- every 
function from "devil" to managing 
editor. Thorny ~was the road and 
sometimes the cotters were so de- 
picted that it was necessary to rc- 
quesf advertisers to made advance 
payment of bills in order to keep the 
enterprise afloat. But the story of 
[low it grew and,.expanded, ultimate- 
ly outgrowing and taking over 
its 


competitor, is too long to be written. 
liere. 
• 


"The 'Star" has not only grown 


with the development of the city, hut 
lias kept in advance. It has been al- 
ways a "booster" 
and never a 


'knocker"; but in all of his.political 
career not a line ever appeared in 
"the Star" boosting 'his «wu candi- 
dacy. Always conservative, always 
fearless, it fought for high ideals 
and won its way to a place of pres- 
tige and power; and the guiding spir- 
it was Harding. There 
has never 


been a strike or threatened strike in 
;'The Star'' office. 
His . employes. 


found 'him always liberal and ever 
generous, and they love 'him as 
a 


brother. After he had established 
his. paper on a firm foundation he 
organized a stock company, distri- 
buting shares to each of his em- 
ployes. 


During the score of years immed- 


iately preceding his election, Harding 
was abroad three times, visiting most 
of the European countries, not on 
pleasure hent, but to study at close 
range their systems of government 
and the economic! problems 
with 


which' we -have to deal—such as the 
tariff, the standard of wage paid to 
labor in the different countries, and 
the varied conditions 
surrounding 


their mode .of life; but always he re- 
turned with a deeper love for 
his 


own land and a firmer 
conviction, 


that its form of government is tiic 
best, which was ever devised by the 
brain of man. 


Having himself climbed the ladder 


from the lowest rung, he always 
gave an attentive car and careful 
thought to the claims and problem.- 
of men in every station of life. 


Mr. Harding twice represented the 


Thirteenth Senatorial District 
ot 


Ohio in the State Legislature, served 
ouettcrm as lieutenant governor, re- 
fusing to stand for re-election. 


Senator Harding 'had 
ever 
t!i 


courage of his 'Convictions. 
Even 


though his stand should engender 
serious opposition. He early advocat- 
ed preparedness while others were 
clamoring for peace at any price'. He 
sponsored the bill for preparedness 
which had the endorsement of Col- 
onel Roosevelt, and he was so close- 
ly associated with him during hi., 
pendency that it came to be widely 
rumored through the press that Col- 
onel Roosevelt, regarded him 
the 


coming man of 1920. This close con- 
tact gave each a high regard for the 
sincerity and singleness of purpose 
of the other in arousing an unsus- 
pecting people to a sense of impend- 
ing danger in those crucial 
hours; 


and this intimacy continued until the 
lamentable death of-this most nam- 
ing and strenuous Advocate of Amer- 
icanism. 


Two years after the unfortunate 


schism which resulted in 
turning 


Ohio into the Democratic -column in 
1912, Senator Harding was elected 
to the United States Senate by a 
majority ot' more than one -hundred, 
thousand, 
running seventy-three 


thousand ahead of the next highest 
on the ticket. In his case there was 
a complete cementing of the cvp[>os- 
ing factions. 


His selection a-s -chairman of the 


national convention soon after he 
entered the. senate,'and without fac- 
tional strife, bore evidence of his 
high standing in the party through- 
out the nation. 


iS'ix years later saw him put forth 


as a compromise candidate for the 
Republican presidential (nomination 
at the convention in Chicago. He 
xvon the nomination and rode into 
the White House in the Republican 
tidal \vave that sweptJthe country six, 
months later James if CoxrforTiiSp 
governor of Ohio, was his Demo- 
cratic opponent.

his condition. They were looking for- 
ward without fear or anxiety to the 
night—another night—they 
believ- 


ing with the restoration of the pow- 
er of sleep, would, add little more tp 
the slowly growing strength of the 
president. 


Mrs. Harding came to the end of 


a paragraph and paused: 


-"That sounds good, go ahead," 


said Mr. Harding. 


Mrs. Harding turned again to the 


magazine and read.

crushing blow, th# patient threw up 
one hand over his head, convulsively. 
It was though he sought to ward off 
the blow of death in that unguarded 
moment, which aimed with unerring 
directness at a vital spot.

fened and as suddenly dropped back 
limply.

Law Alt» Provides For The Revtka- 


tion Of Licenses And No Other

Indianapolis, Ind., August '2. — 


Denouncing as rank 
cowards 
the 


auto drivers who fail to stop after 
an acidcnt in which they are im- 
plicated, the Hoosier State Auto-As- 
sociation, a state wide organization 
of. outom^bilo owners widlii head- 
quarters in the Spink-Arms hotel 
and branches in all principal cities, 
has declared its intention of assist- 
ing to the utmost in the enforce- 
ment of the new state law covering 
this-^ sort of practice. 
"Cowards, 


they are, and perhaps even mur- 
derers," as association says. 


"The Indiana law now makes such 


offenses a felony," the 
statement 


continues. 
"Most drivers do not 


know this fact and we wish to ^broad- 
oast the information. In fact, we 
have been informed that many law- 
yers and justices of the peace or 
other judicial officers are not aware 
that running away from an accident 
constitutes a felony with severe pen- 
alties." 


For the information of all auto- 


mobile owners and the public as 
well, the auto association quotes the 
essential sections of Chapter 123 
of (he acts of 1023, page 328, as 
follows:

SHOW DECREASE 


Treasury Report Reveals Govern- 
ment Receipts, Especially Customs 


Revenue, Continue to Grow 


MAY EXCEED 1922 RECORD 


During First Three Weeks of New 


Fiscal Year Ordinary Receipts 


Totalled $148,629,000 


Washington, August 3-—Govern- 


ment expenditures showed a hi" de- 
crease in July, the first month of tie 
new fiscal year, while receipts es- 
pecially the customs revenue Doming 
from the.tariif, continued to become 
larger, according to the financial re- 
port issued by the Treasury. 


The combination of these two fac- 


tors, it seems certain will result in 
the present fiscal year repeating or 
exceeding the record of the year just 
ended with a' surplus of $3(!!),<)00,- 
0(10 was accumulated at 
the same 


time that a net reduction of 
more 


than $000,0(10,000 was made in the 
public debt. The possibility of last 
year's record being exceeded is due 
to the fact that in (he first quarter 
of the last year, ollicials forecast a 
deficit of 
sf!82!),0(MI,0()0, but strict 


economy and record tariff revenues 
turned the expected deficit into 
a 


surplus. 


Tlie treasury report showed that 


during the first three weeks of 
the 


new fiscal year that ordinary receipts 
totalled $'148,029,000 
which 
was 


$33,895,000 in excess of 
expenses 


chargeable against 
such revenues. 


In other words, a surplus of more 
thain .$33,000,000 was piled up in 
the month. Customs collections to- 
talled 429,778,000 against $24,657,- 
000 in the same period last year, and 
this increase of $5,000,000 was al- 
most entirely due to the tariff, in- 
cluding the larirer imports. Miscel- 
laneous revcinue amounted to $03,- 
470,000 as .compared with $58,157,- 
(100 and profits taxes, a direct ex- 
pression of the 
country's 
record 


prosperity, were $24,057,000 against 
$20,320,WIO last year. 


The Panama Canal was prominent 


among the sources of revenue, the 
tolls between July 1 and 21 aggre- 
gating $1,323,000' against 
$275,000 


in the same period last year. 


Notable in the list of reduced ex- 


penditures was the Shipping Board, 
its expenditures for the three weeks 
amounting to $3,000,000 
as com- 


pared with $10,000,0(10 for the same 
period last year. Smaller reductions 
were shown throughout the various 
departments and bureaus, a condi- 
tion which was regarded by officials 
as an answer to President Hardin«'s 
demand, .just before he left Washing- 
ton on his 
trans-continental 
trip, 


that expenses for the next year must 
be lower than in the last despite the 
curtailment that helped make possi- 
ble the closing of the year with a 
surplus in place of the predicted de- 
ficit.

Calvin Coolidge, twenty-ninth man

States and fourth from t-he state pi; 
Massachusetts, was born in the tiny 
town of Plymouth, Vt, July 4, 1872, 


Running in his veins by 
direct 


rineage is the blood of the 
May- 


flower 'pilgrims. From' them he inher- 
ited a predominant Puritan respect 
for law and order such as charac- 
terized his conduct as governor of 
Massachusetts in refusing to tempor- 
ize with leaders of the Boston police 
strike. 


Silent, reserved, uncommunicative 


almost to the point of brusf|ueness, 
he rose to national political ascen- 
dency in 1919 when 'lie was men- 
tioned for the Republican nomina- 
tion for president.

Harding, Coolidge was 
first 
and. 


there was no second in the contest 
for vice president; 


During his political life, Coolidge 


ran for various offices, slate 
and 


municipal, a total of 17 times. He 
won every race, and only once was 
the fight close, that occasion being 
in his second contest for the Mas- 
sachusetts State Legislature, when 
he received a plurality of only G3 
votes. 


Born to a life on the farm, during 


his boyhood Coolidge occupied him- 
self doing chores and helping out in 
his father's general store. 


He attended the litlle red school- 


house at Plymouth. From there lie 
went to the old Black Rock River 
Academy at Lndlow. Vt., io prepare 
himself to enter college.
